... ^CHANTS.—We publish to-day 


a strong communication from Mrl Kilbotirn, 
in favor of thu policy of granting lands lo tho 
States for Railroad purpoxcs. Our chief ob- 
jection to those grants, has been their tenden- 
cy to produco land monopoly. Wo think, 
howuvcr, this might bo prevented, by insert 
ing in tho 'grants provisions that thu hind 
•hould Ira sold lo actual settlers in limited 
quantities, and that all remaining unsold at a 
fixed period should revert back to the United 
Slates. .With thcio safeguards, wo should 
think the reasoning of Mr. Kilbourn correct.

prico only as may be sufliciftit to pay the ex- 
pense* of surveying nnd making the necessary 
evidences of title; and to thUcnd, I think the 
ellurts of every citizen should be directed, at 
all proper timed and occasions. Hut while 
this is a grunt and n paramount good to be 
attained, if practicable, ought wo to IQJO sight 
of nil other moru feasible nnd curtain means 
of benefiting thu people nnd country in this 
generation,-while wniting fur that? 
• The subject of disposing of the public lands 
to tho States, or to autu.il HO tiler*, at a re- 
duced price, or lit no price, by pre-emptions 
nnd otherwise, has been before tho country, 
nnd occupied (he attention of Congress moru 
or less, ever niiicu 1820, nnd us we have neon, 
•with only ono practical result in thnt direc- 
tion, vix., thu reduction of (he price from S3 
to SI,'25 per nuru, and tlio introduction of tho 
cash, iiihtcutl of tho credit system. All subse> 
i|uer.t ellbrtd of the mint prominent and inllu- 
unlinl HtntMmun and politicians thus tar, have 
resulted in nothing fur the benefit of the 
\Ve9t, except in (ho oblaintnent of nomn 
grants of land for public improvements, of 
luimpiiralivuly' mnull Amount. In thu ineun- 
timo, the publiu land in nearly all the Wi-st- 
»rn 8iiitcv excepting two or three of the 
youngest, lm« been mnitly sold; nnd millions 
of dollars thr>rehy withdrawn from the Ure»t, 
to be uxpended fur the.benuflt of the Jvisturn 
and Suuthurn SlMca,which under n dillerunt 
nystem would havu remained in the hands of 
the people of the Wiist, and would have been 
meil fur. thu improvement of the country. 
Had it not been tor the j>rnn|s mnde to somu 
of the Status for public works, this system 
wiinld havu been universal in its operation, 
ninl would Imyu impoverished those Slates to 
u ftill gruatur extent.
